It 
will provide opportunity to Aided managements of 
Schools in Konkani/Marathi to develop/improve the 
requisite infrastructure as well as a build-up 
resource in the School. 


Government is also pleased to sanction the 
implementation of the Pattern of Assistance for 
assessment and release the non-salary grants/ 
maintenance grants to the Non-Government Aided 
Primary Schools imparting education in Konkani/
